REMARKS 

Allowance is respectfully requested. Claim 21 has been rewritten in 
independent form. Claims 29, 32, 41, 45, and 46 have been amended to depend from claim 
21, rather than claim 20. Claims 44 has been amended to include the limitations of original 
claim 21. Accordingly, claims 21-46 are pending and at issue. 

In the June 18, 2002 Office Action, the Examiner noted that claims 21 and 23- 
28 would be allowable if rewritten in independent form. 

Claims 20, 22, and 29-46 have been rejected under 35 U.S.C. §112, first 
paragraph, for lack of enablement. 

While applicants respectfully disagree with the Examiner, in order to expedite 
prosecution of this application, claim 20 has been canceled without prejudice and claims 22 and 
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
